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Half Billion Spent 
For 1962 Schooling 


Floridians spent $499,400,000 in 
tax monies for public education at 
all levels during the 1962 fiscal 
year, the Florida State Chamber 
of.Commerce reported yesterday in 
its. Weekly Business Review. 

“This education total was up one 
percent over the previous year 
while expenditures for education 
throughout the nation moved up 
7 percent”, the Review pointed 
out. 

“Monies spent for public uni- 
versjties, janior colleges and local 
schools by the state and all local 
governments are included in 6 
Florida figure. It. also includes 
those federal funds spent under 
school lunch arid vocational educa- 
tion prograrhs and impacted area 
aids in Florida. Not covered are 
educational grants* to private 
schools or individuals. 

“The Florida total figures ‘out 
to $92 for every resident of the 
state, a drop of 3 per cent below 
1961.'. The comparable national 
average last year was $118, up 5 
percent. Florida's rank among the 
50 states in per capita expenditure 
for public education was 44. 

` “State universities and public 
junior.colleges received $73,900,000 
last year, a gain of 6 percent while 
the national figure moved up-13 
percent. Florida public schools re- 
ceived $412,800,000, up a fraction 
compared with a 5 percent ‘gain: 


nationally. The expenditure fo) 
schools for the handicapped arid 
for other special education in Flor- 
ida came to $12,700,000, dbout the 
same as in 1961. 

“New buildings and equipment 
At public universities and colleges 
in’ the state last year accounted 
for $13,900,000 (down 16 per cent) 
and $65,700,000 was spent for new 
elementary and high schools, a 
drop of 4 Percent. These amounts
